The City Council broke its long-standing 
deadlock over the hiring of an economic 
development director Monday night, voting 
5-3 to allow the Economic Development 
Board to interview applicants for the job. 
The 
previous 
4-4 
Republican- 
Democratic standoff was broken by Third 
Ward Democrat Bob Wells, who up to now 
has 
consistently 
opposed 
filling 
the 
position, vacant since Sept. 1.1973. 
“ Don Broaddus and Ids committee have 
worked hard 
to bring an economic 
developer to Sedalia; he and George Dugan 
have convinced me to give the idea one 
more chance,” Wells stated. 
“ This plan will be the city’s and not 
connected 
with 
the 
Chamber 
of 


Commerce, who already is giving enough 
services to the community,” Wells said. 
“ While the state of the economy is in part 
of my decision, we will judge the merit of 
the job for itself.” 
First Ward Councilman Don Broaddus 
made a motion “ for the Economic 
Development Board to be given authority 
to proceed with interviews, and that the 
board be given authority to hire a director 
subject to the council’s approval; and that 
this office be fundcfd by the city and 
operated in the Municipal Building of 
Sedalia, Mo.” 
Broaddus, chairman of the Economic 
Development Board, said the board felt the 
job is important to the city and it should be 
the city’s responsibility to finance the 
office. 


Take first step on 
sewer district plan 


The first reading of an ordinance 
establishing Benefit Sewer District No. 151 
was approved by the City Council Monday 
night as the initial step in providing sewers 
for Sedalia residents in the south-central 
part of the city. 
The district is bounded by 28th street on 
the north, Lamine Avenue on the east, 
32nd Street on the south and Grand 
Avenue on the west. 
The district will be funded on a square 
foot basis paid by property owners along 
the line. The landowners will be assessed 
for 120 feet into their property line 
bordering on the sewer. 
The council has tentatively agreed to 
take $100,000 in revenue sharing money 
from its 1975 budget, which will be 
presented in June, to help fund the project. 
The council had put that amount toward 
the project in 1973, but opposition to the 
original assessment plan stopped the 
district. 
City Engineer Robert Cunningham said 
he has not received complaints about the 
proposed district, but “ inquiries as to how 
much the assessment would cost speicific 
landowners.” 
The council did not pass the ordinance 
outright, according to Mayor Jerry Jones 
because “we promised tl^ people in the 
district at our special business meeting on 
Nov. 12 that we would get information on 
their cost before we finally passed the 
ordinance.” 
Third Ward Councilman Carl Franklin 


said he had not heard opposition to the 
plan, even from those who previously 
opposed it. “ One man told me he was not 
totally pleased with the new method of 
assessment, but it was superior to the 
previous suggestion. He also said he was 
pleased at the council’s action in the 
matter in general.” 
The council said it would pass the 
ordinance at the next meeting on Dec. 2. 
In other action. First Ward Councilman 
Allen Hawkins said he didn’t understand 
the dismissal of patrolman Richard Old, 
919 East Fourth, last Thursday by the 
Police Personnel Board. “ I realize he 
wasn’t actually dismissed, but simply not 
rehired after his probationary period,” he 
said. 
Police Chief William Miller Tuesday 
explained that the term “ dismissal” did 
not technically apply to Old “ because he 
never was actually a member of the police 
department ... he was serving, you might 
say, in an apprentice program.” The term, 
however, would apply to policemen taken 
off the force after having successfully 
passed their probationary period. Miller 
said. 
Old was initially relieved of his duties 
last April, but his probation was extended 
until 
November 
and 
his 
dismissal 
postponed until the police personnel board 
re-evaluated his status at that date. 
At a May 14 public hearing, following his

tense discussions at previous council 
meetings. 
Third Ward Councilman Carl Franklin 
said at the pre-council session he hasn’t 
been convinced this is the best area for city 
money to be used, but added; “ If we are 
going to approve such a department, it 
should be funded right.’’ 
Franklin asked Broaddus if he was going 
to make the motion to give the Economic 
Development Board the power to interview 
and 
hire 
a 
director 
of 
economic 
development subject to the council’s 
approval. 
Broaddus said that was correct. “ Well, I 
just want to know in my mind what I am 
voting against, because I cannot support 
the motion as it reads,” Franklin said. 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
Executive 
Manager Larry Melton said he was 
delighted by the council’s decision. “ I want 
to commend Bob Wells for reconsidering 
his position because I know he felt strongly 
before.” 
Melton said the Chamber board, at its 
Tuesday meeting, would probably continue 
efforts to set up an economic development 
office. 
“ We don’t want two offices, but we want 
to make sure the city is going to go through 
with their proposal, since they didn’t vote 
to hire a man, just to seek application and 
interview.” Melton said. “ I’m really not 
skeptical though." 


“ The city’s move was definitely a 
pri^ressive step along with Carl Franklin’s 
motion to improve the Permaneer site.” 
Melton said.

“ I am confident the city will go through 
to hire an individual, but the Chamber 
would be lax if we did not continue our 
efforts because of the support of many 
businessmen in Sedalia.” Melton said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of the 
nation’s largest supermarket chains today 
disclosed its markups on the retail price of 
meat to support its contention that the 
difference

receives and a consumer pays “ is not 
attributable

profiteering 
by 
supermarket chains.” 
John J. Cairns Jr., vice president for 
merchandising of the Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co., Inc., told a House subcom­ 
mittee that his corporation’s profits, no 
matter how they are calculated, are 
among the lowest in the retail food 
industry and were nonexistent two years 
ago. 
Cairns provided profit figures that he 
said

that 
food 
retailers 
generally 
are 
hardly the monolithic 
predators reaping huge profits at the pub­ 
lic’s 
expense that 
some— through 
inadvertance or otherwise—have sought 
to make them out to be.” 
The A&P executive included meat 
department costs, markup and expense 
figures that organized consumer activists. 


bureaucratic 
statisticians, 
government 
investigators and congressmen have been 
trying to get from the nation’s super­ 
market chains for more than a year. 
Cairns said for the first nine months of 
this 
year 
A&P’s 
meat 
department 
expenses increased by about 5 per cent 
while the gross margin declined about 1 
per cent. 
The chart he supplied also showed that, 
at 21.89 per cent of the retail price, the 
chain’s meat margin was the highest since 
at least 1968 and its expenses the highest 
since a 1971 peak. For the second quarter 
of this year, the chart showed, meat 
expenses equalled 19.09 per cent of the 
retail price. 
Broken down by months, A&P’s reported 
margin shows a decline from 22.01 per cent 
in January and then a gradual rise to 22.76 
in June and then another decline to 21.77 
per 
cent 
in 
September. 
Expenses 
fluctuated mcH’e, going from 18.22 per cent 
in January to a peak of 19.38 per cent in 
August before declining, according to the 
figures.

Israeli troops stormed an apartment 
building today and gunned down four Arab 
terrorists holding 75 hostages. Enraged 
townspeople threw the guerrilla bodies out 
a window, doused them with gasoline and 
set them ablaze. 
Two Israeli housewives and a man were 
killed in the incident at the town of Beit 
Shean and Information Minister Aharon 
Yariv said all three were shot by the 
terrorists, two as they tried to escape down 
a stairway. Twenty people were injured 
leaping from windows. 


Arab students in east Jerusalem and 
occupied west Jordan staged violent anti- 
Israeli demonstrations 
for the 
fourth 
straight 
day. 
Israeli 
security 
forces 
detained 40 Arab youths after the students 
began pelting police with stones, police re­ 
ported. 
Police and soldiers watched helplessly in 
Beit Shean as a body went up in flames 
and people screamed “ Another one! 
Another one! Death to the terrorists.!’’ 
The terrorists struck before dawn in the 
town of 20,000 near the Sea of Galilee and 
the Jordan border and held the building 
for

hours 
until Israeli troops 
attacked. 
The injured were taken to a hospital in 
Afula. 15 miles away. Many of them were 


children, 
and 
all 
had 
sprains 
and 
fractures suffered when they leaped from 
the besieged four-story building 
“ Our people are very emotional about 
terrorists and I don’t think they are 
responsible for their actions tixiay,” said 
Mayor Yitzhak Kenan “ We have a long 
account to settle with the terrorists.” 
Kenan said the guerrillas came dressed 
like laborers carrying sacks on their 
backs.

Kalashnikovs and broke into a third-floor 
flat and killed Mrs. Bibas.” said a stunned 
survivor. Mrs. Zohara Bibas, a 50-year-old 
mother of three, was the first victim.

building’s 12 apartments showed where 
the terrorists made their last stand Bullet 
holes scarred the blood-stained walls and 
broken plaster covered a shelf.

TOKYO (AP) — President Ford began 
the first American presidential visit to 
Japan today by meeting with Emperor 
Hirohito and assuring Prime Minister 
Kakuei Tanaka that Japan can count on 
“ a stable supply of agricultural imports 
from the United States.” 
Ford invited the emperor to visit the 
United States next year, renewing an 
invitation first extended three years ago, 
and Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
told a news conference the invitation was 
accepted. 
Dord’s talk with Tanaka and other high- 
ranking Japanese officials also dealt with 
the locally touchy question of nuclear 
weapons aboard U.S Navy ships visiting 
Japanese ports, the global oil situation 
and U.S. relations with China and the So­ 
viet Union. 
Kissinger said 
Ford expressed his 
desire to maintain a steady flow of U.S. 
agricultural shipments to Japan. The flow 
was disturbed last year when President

for almost 12 hours before throwing down 
his gun and surrendering. 
Napoleon Lechoco tossed the weapon 
from a second floor window of the 
Philippine chancery about 2 a.m. today 
and surrendered peacefully after re­ 
ceiving word that his son, who he claimed 
had been prevented from joining the rest 
of the family here, had left the Philip­ 
pines by airliner. 
“ Mr. Lechoco felt he had accomplished 
what he set out to do.” said embassy 
spokesman R.V, Cruz. 
Lechoco was taken into custody by FB I 
agents, and an official said he would be 
arraigned today on charges of assaulting a 
diplomatic officer. 
Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos 
had sent his personal assurances to the 
embassy here that Napoleon Lechoco Jr., 
24, would be allowed to leave if his father 
would free the hostages. 
The father said he would release 
Eduardo Z. Romualdez and his economic 
attache two, hours after his son was air­ 
borne, and on the appointed hour the 
surrender took place, Philippine diplomat 
Jose Naldo said. 
In Manila, authorities said the son was 
en route to the United Stjites. They said he 
was picked up early Tuesday from the 
home of his grandfather in neighboring 
Quezon City. 
Gary R. Alexander, Lechoco’s lawyer, 
said Marcos had assured that young 
Lechoco would “ receive immediate and 
safe release and conduct to the United 
States on the first available flight.” 
Romualdez was released unharmed, but 
the attache, Mario Lagdameo, had a deep 
flesh wound which doctors at George 
Washington University Hospital said was 
caused by a gunshot.

has shrunk by 60 cents. At this 
rate, the

the same purchasing po wer as 
to day ’s “ 4 0-cent do llar,” a perso n 
making $7,2 00 to day wo uld hav e to 
earn $1 8,000 in the y ear 2 002 .

Chiefs unleash dormant offense on Broncos 


DENVER (AP) — A seem­ 
ingly 
harmless 
safety 
bal­ 
looned into a 19-point third 
quarter for Kansas City, 
boosting the Chiefs to a Na­ 
tional Football League victory 
over Denver and wrecking the 
Broncos’ playoff hopes. 
The Chiefs’ 42-34 triumph 
M onday night enabled 
Oakland to back into the 
American Conference West 
Division title and also spoiled 
a brilliant passing display by 
quarterback Charley Johnson 


of the Broncos. He completed 
28 of 42 passes for a whopping 
445 
y a r d s 
and 
t w o 
touchdowns. 
It all started innocently 
enough on the second-half 
kickoff of the nationally 
televised game. 
D en ver’s O liver Ross 
fumbled the boot, giving the 
Chiefs the ball at the Broncos’ 
12-yard line. Kansas City’s 
Woody Green coughed it up at 
the one, but two plays later 
Chiefs’ middle linebacker 


Willie Lanier tackled Otis 
Armstrong in the end zone for 
the safety. 
Denver still led 21-19 but 
Kansas City got good field 
position on the required free 
kick. The Chiefs promptly 
drove 49 yards in five plays, 
climaxed by Len Dawson’s 
scrambling 35-yard TD pa.ss to 
Otis Taylor. 
As if that wasn’t enough, Ed 
Podolak returned a punt 54 
yards to the Broncos’ 17 and 
Green ran it in for a 33-21 


Chiefs’ lead with less than five 
minutes gone in the period. 


Jan Stenerud kicked a 35- 
yard field goal on the Chiefs’ 
next possession to complete 
the scoring in the period. 


“ Losing momentum at the 
start of the second half is what 
really hurt us,’’ Broncos’ 
Coach John Ralston said. “ We 
lost the ball, got it back, but 
then couldn’t get it out of the 
end zone.’’ 
Ralston said the .safety oc­ 


curred on an off-tackle play in 
which Denver used a pulling 
guard. ‘T,anier filled the hole 
and got Otis for the safety,” 
he added. 


Johnson sparked the Bron­ 
cos to a pair of fourth-quarter 
touchdowns that pulled 
Denver within eight points, 
but they got no closer. Rookie 
running back Jon Keyworth, 
making his first start, scored 
his third short-yardage touch­ 
down of the game on the 


opening play of the final 
quarter. 
Following a Kansas City 
touchdown, Johnson went, to 
work again, completing a 65- 
yard, eight-play drive with a 
four-yard strike to Otto Stowe 
with 7:50 left in the game. 
The Broncos drove to the 
Chiefs’ 14 on their next posses­ 
sion. but Johnson was sacked 
and fumbled, and Kansas 
City’s Jim Lynch recovered 
with 4;27 left, ending the 
threat. 


Johnson, who said he 
thought his arm was in pass­ 
ing motion on the crucial 
turnover, said the Broncos 
“ felt like we had to throw to 
win. I knew we could eat ‘em 
up with our passing game.” 
Johnson’s yardage figure was 
the most in his 14-year pro 
career. 
The loss dropped Denver to 
45-1 for the season, making 9-1 
Oakland uncatchable in the di­ 
vision. The Chiefs raised their 
mark to 4-6.

Munson brings 
Lions new life 


DETROIT (AP) — If the Detroit Lions don’t have a good 
team, yet they at least have the best mediocre team in the 
National Football League. 
A 5-5 recbrcfsurely is mediocre. But a 5-5 record for a team 
that lost its first four games? 
The Lions have won five of the last six, and Coach Rick 
Forzano’s enthusiasm doesn’t seem to diminish — even 
though the chance of Detroit gaining a wild card playoff 
berth seems remote 
“ All of us can read the papers and see we still have a shot 
at it,” Forzano said Monday, buoyed by Sunday’s 20-19 vic­ 
tory over the New York Giants on Errol Mann’s field goal 
with two seconds remaining. 
He said the Lions made enough mistakes against the 
Giants to lose three games, “ but its the mark of a team with 
character when it can overcome those mistakes and win.” 
Whether that character can make up for the numerous 
flaws in the Detroit squad remains to be seen. 
The Lions have had a woefully inadequate running game 
and have relied almost solely on the revived passing arm of 
veteran quarterback Bill Munson, who is having one of his 
best years. 
Defense isn’t awesome as it once was for Detroit. The Gi­ 
ants had little trouble running up the middle against the 
Lions, and Detroit’s secondary hasn’t been particularly im­ 
pressive. 
But be it by one point in the last two seconds or by two 
points in the last nine seconds (a 19-17 triumph over Green 
Bay), the Lions are winning. And isn’t that what it’s all 
about? 
“ Encouraged is too mild a way to put it,” team owner Wil­ 
liam Clay Ford said a few weeks ago when Detroit won its 
fourth straight. “ This team doesn’t quit. They didn’t when 
they were 04. 
“ Rick’s given them that attitude. They’ve learned how to 
win but more important, they’ve learned how not to give up 
when they lost.” 
Detroit, which hosts Chicago this Sunday, lost 17-9 to the 
Bears in the sieason opener. Then came losses to Minnesota, 
Green Bay and Los Angeles by scores of 7-6,21-19 and 16-13. 
The comeback started with a 17-13 triumph over San Fran­ 
cisco on a Monday night TV game. Then came a 20-16 victory 
at Minnesota to snap a 13-game losing streak against the Vik­ 
ings. 
After beating the Packers, the Lions edged New Orleans 
19-14 before losing to Oakland 35-13. 
“ We haven’t had an easy game yet,” Forzano said, adding 
with a laugh, “ The easiest we had was last week (at Oak­ 
land).” 


“ We looked like we were dead, but we’re still alive now,” 
he said Sunday. “ We can win ’em all, but we have to play bet­ 
ter than we did today.”

do about-face 


FOXBORO, Mass. (AP) — Jim Plunkett, who did little 
wrong in leading the New England Patriots to five con­ 
secutive victories at the start of the National Football 
League season, is a confused young man these days. 
Now he can’t seem to do much right as the Patriots have 
hit the skids with three defeats in a row and four in the last 
five games. 
The star quarterback appeared on the verge of stardom on­ 
ly a few weeks ago. Now he completes almost as many 
passes to opponents as he does to his teammates. 
He has been intercepted 13 times in the last five games. He 
threw four interceptions last week in a 21-14 loss to the 
Cleveland Browns and then was intercepted four more times 
Sunday in a 21-16 upset by the New York Jets. 
“ It hurts,” Plunkett said in the wake of the Jets’ loss. “ It’s 
tough, it’s humiliating. I pulled a hamstring in the third 
period, but that wasn’t any reason. There are no excuses. 
Pressing? I don’t know, but I ’m very aware of everything. 
Yes, maybe I am pressing some. I don’t know. 
“ After the Cleveland game, I thought all week about what 
happened. Then the same things happen, the interceptions.” 
“ He’s having a little slump — take the word little away, 
it’s just a slump,” New England Coach Chuck Fairbanks 
said. “ There’s a fine line between success and failure for a 
passer. Jim needs to have a little success. 
“ He is not our problem. A lot of our receiving corps is not 
what we had the first half of the season, so he’s not being 
helped there.” Plunkett had several passes dropped by in­ 
tended receivers against the Jets, but what hurt the most 
was rookie Roscoe Word’s interception in the end zone after 
the Patriots had moved to a first down at the New York five 
with two minutes to play.

able to complete journey 


WASHINGTON (API - Pio­ 
neer 11 will face a greater 
radiation danger than any 
previous spacecraft when it 
sweeps within 26,600 miles of 
Jupiter on Dec. 3, project of­ 
ficials report. 


The robot explorer could be 
damaged so severely that it 
would be unable to carry out 
the second phase of its long in­ 
terplanetary journey, a dash 
across the solar system to a 
1979 rendezvous with Saturn. 


“The radiation counts will 
probably soar at a pace that 
will scare us half to death ju.st 
before closest approach," said 
B. J. O'Brien, Pioneer project 
manager at TRW Inc., which 
built the satellite for NASA. 
Launched 20 months ago. 
Pioneer 11 is following a path 


blazed by its twin. Pioneer 10, 
a year ago. Pioneer 10 zipped 
82.000 miles above Jupiter and 
its cameras and instruments 
provided science with startl­ 
ing new facts about the col­ 
ossus of planets. 
The newest probe will .scout 
a different region of the 
planet, including the north 
and south poles. 


“ The experimenters meas­ 
ured a lot of intense radiation 
last year with Pioneer 10,” 
said O’Brien. “This time the 
spacecraft is going three 
times closer. The closer you 
get to the planet, the more a 
given particle’s energy 
climbs.” 
Fortunately, much of 
Pioneer 11 ’s photographic and 
other investigative work will 


be completed by the time it 
hits the heavy portion of the 
Jovian radiation belt. 
"If we hear nothing after it 
passes through, sure we’ll be 
disappointed; we’ll have mi.s- 
sed the bonus.” O’Brien said. 
“ But we will have achieved 
our basic objectives — to see 
new faces of Jupiter, get a dif­ 
ferent cut through the radia­ 
tion belts. We’ll know more 
about how to design the next 
spacecraft so it can survive a 
passage that close to the 
planet.” 
The bonus he referred to is 
Saturn. That originally was 
not part of the flight plan. But 
scientists since have dis­ 
covered a unique way to use 
the gravity of field of Jupiter 
to hurl Pioneer 11, sling.shot 
fashion, on to Saturn.

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Modern methods may 
preserve ancient glass 


YORK, England (AP) - 
Electronic engineering may 
hold the answer to a problem 
that has baffled art historians 
and scientists for years: how 
to preserve ancient .stained 
glass. 
Like most things, glass 
wears out, especially when ex­ 
posed to the weather. All the 
great churches and cathedrals 
built in Europe in medieval 
times have this difficulty with 
their old colored glass. In 
York Minster, the huge 
cathedral which has the 
largest area of old stained 
glass in Britain, some of the 
glass is 800 years old. There 
are windows which have worn 
paper thin over the centuries 
and some have developed 
holes. 
For generations, glaziers 
kept the decay at bay by 
replacing fragments of worn 
glass with sound pieces. But 
prevention is better than cure 
— especially when the object 
is so rare — and a device 
named the Isoprobe is being 
used by scientists to examine 
the Minster’s stained glass in 
an effort to find the best way 
to preserve it. 
Dr. Roy Newton, an expt'rt 
in research into glass, sus­ 
pected that the varying 
chemical composition of 
medieval glass was responsi­ 
ble for the widely varying ef­ 
fects of weathering. He bor­ 
rowed a panel of 12th-century 
glass from the Minster and 
put the Isoprobe to work on it, 
in the physics department of 
Oxford University. 
The Isoprobe reveals the 
chemical composition of the 
glass or the paint without har­ 
ming it. Previously it was not 
possible to do this without de­ 
stroying the object being ex­ 
amined. 
Before the tests it was no­ 
ticed that pink-painted glass 
weathered better than green- 
painted glass. But the

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Isoprobe showed it was not the 
paint which accounted for this 
but the chemical composition 
of the glass, which was made 
at different times.

Finding out why glass fails 
is only part of the problem. 
Conservationists have tried 
different methods of physical­ 
ly protecting glass against the 
elements — water is probably 
the greatest enemy. 
Early in this century the 
Minster double-glazed its 
richly colored windows with 
large sheets of plate glass. 
But the sheets sometimes fell 
out and also looked ugly from 
outside. The present double 
glazing is made of diamond­ 
shaped panels which suffer 
from neither of these defects, 
but it is very heavy and 
sometimes is visible through 
some of the lighter sections of 
the stained glass. 
For some time scientists 
have been looking into the pos­ 
sibility of producing a protec­ 
tive coating to place on the 
original glass itself. The prob­ 
lem was to know whether 
there would be long term ef­ 
fects on the medieval glass, 
either through discoloration 
or through chemical reaction 
between the synthetic resin 
and the chemicals in the 
glass.
